D augherty will present this record 
to the senate com m ittee which next 
week will begin in v estig atin g him. 
He will begin it in a series of public 
speeches where he w-lll appeal to pub­ 
lic opinion not to convict u n til a 
b earin g on the charges made by Sen­ 
ato r W heeler, M ontana, are heard. 
H aving made it plain th a t he will 
not 
resign voluntarily, D au g h erty 
let it be know n today he does not ex­ 
pect P resident Coolidge to ask him 
to resign u n til he has been given an 
op p o rtu n ity to face his accusers be­ 
fore the senate com mittee. 
D au g h erty won th e support and 
ald of Jo h n T. Adams, ch airm an of 
th e republican national com m ittee, 
who in a state m en t 
asserted 
th a t 
"only a few politics blackguards and 
scandal m ongers" were behind the 
effort to oust D augherty. 
Aside from Senator W alsh o r Mon­ 
tan a, a dem ocrat, the leudjjpg figures 
in the effort to get D augherty to re­

iii. when the streets near the 
cathedral were crowded with Sat­ 
urday afternoon holiday throngs. 
Police questioned guards in the 
cathedral as to how the woman 
and children had managed to get 
to the top of the cathedral.

DOES NOT DESIRE 
WALLACE TO LEAVE 


"Washington, Feb. 23.— President 
Coolidge w ill take steps w ithin a 
Jay or tw o to dispel the impression 
that he desires Secretary of A gricul­ 
ture W allace to leave the cabinet, it 
was learned today. 
Reports that Secretary of A gricul­ 
ture W allace was about to step out 
lurprised Coolidge. 
Mr. Coolidge is 
said to regard as relatively trivial 
the differences between W allace and 


him self over the farm relief program , 
and W allace's differences with Secre­ 
ta ry of Commerce Hoover over for­ 
eign trad e policies, as they relute to 
agriculture. 
In any event, the president is u n ­ 
derstood to feel th a t these differences 
can be ironed out w ith o u t causing 
W allace to resign. 
W allace, one of his close friends 
said today, is ready to quit the capi­ 
tol if th a t would be conducive to h a r­ 
mony in the adm inistration. 
T hus far he has not disclosed with 
Mr. Coolidge th e question pf resig n ­ 
ing, hut it h as been discussed am ong 
some of his close associate*.

CLAIMS COOLIDGE 
COURTS POLITICAL RUIN 
W ashington, Feb. 
23.— P resident 
Coolidge is courting political ru in by 
keeping A ttorney General D augherty 
in the cabinet, Senator 
Robinson, 
A rkansas, dem ocratic 
floor 
leader, 
said today in a speech to the senate. 
Robinson's speech was 
delivered 
ju st after it had been announced at 
the W hite House th a t Mr. Coolidge 
had endorsed D augherty as a Cool­ 
idge delegate from Ohio, to the re­ 
publican national convention. 
T his step by the president, follow­ 
ed w ithin less th an 24 hours a de­ 
fense of D augherty by John P. Ad­ 
ams. chairm an of tile republican com­ 
m ittee, who said the 
assaults 
on 
D augherty were being conducted "by 
political blackguards 
and 
scandal 
m ongers." 
It m ust he clear to everybody," 
Robinson said, " th a t as long as the 
president continues as an in tim ate 
public advisor a man who has lost 
his confidence and the confidence of 
th e people, it is calculated to work 
out the political ruin of the execu­ 
tive." 
Im peachm ent proceedings 
against 
A ttorney G eneral 
D augherty were 
suggested by Senator Borah on the 
floor of the senate today. 
Borah said that "the only way this 
investigation can go forward is by 
im peachment." 
"For my part, I am

Duffy had been shot through the 
head. 
T he w om an also had been 
shot th ro u g h the head. apparently 
while she slept. 
Search is being made for Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack 
Horton who shared the 
ap a rtm en t with the Duffy’s. 
Mrs. Duffy and Mrs. Horton are 
from Louisville, 
K entucky, 
police 
said. 
Police are a loss for a motive in 
the double killing. 
Jealousy 
was 
advanced by some, w hile others be­ 
lieved th e victim s were Involved in 
s o m e way in Chicago's beer w ar. 
Officers In Louisville, Indianapolis, 
P hiladelphia, 
B e r k e l e y , 
Calif., and 
other cities have been asked to help 
in the h u n t for the H ortons and to 
help find th e m otive in the affair. 
The Duffys and 
H ortons 
were 
know n to have lived in or visited the 
cities nam ed d u rin g th** past 
few 
mouths.

General H arry M. D augherty as one 
of th e Coolidge delegates to the Ohio 
electorate In the April prim aries. 
T he public endorsem ent of D augh­ 
erty. regarded at th e W hite House 
as "p erfu n cto ry ," caused a political 
Hi lr as it co nstitutes Mr. ('oolidge’s 
first opinion expressed of his attitu d e 
tow ard D augherty, whose 
removal 
from the cabinet leading republican 
senators are seeking on the ground 
th a t he lias lost public* confidence. 
Mr. Coolidge personally signed a 
"consent slip" bearing D au g h erty ’s 
nam e as a delegate. 
In the same m anner ho approved 
the entire slate of Ohio deegstes su b ­ 
m itted to him by George lf H arris, 
of Cleveland. 
This step is required 
under Ohio law of a candidate in the 
prim aries held in April, at which 
tile delegatus wllj he form ally chosen. 
W hile the president’s approval of 
Haugh* r|y as a delegate has of itself 
nothing to do with his a ttitu d e to 
wards D augherty as atto rn ey general 
of the United states, such a political 
endorsem ent in the face of the attack 
on D augjm tty by three of the most 
influential 
republican 
senator* 
Lodge, Pepper and 
Borah 
held 
g rea t 
significance 
for 
politicians 
here. 
It was pointed out th a t i^M r. Cool­ 
idge had declined to approx* D augh­ 
erty t lint it would Jitv e benn accept 
ed at once as un indication th a f be 
was no longer sta n d in g by the A t­ 
torney General, 
Conversely, th e ac­ 
tion that he would accept D augherty 
aa one of his delegates was regarded 
as an equally clear indication that 
he is stan d in g by him.

ing but a new ball. 
After a ball had been slightly turf-stained or roughed up a little by a 
smack against the wire 
or the stands, it was thrown out of play and a 
new 
ball tossed to the pitcher. B atters could protest against 
a ball and invar! 
ably It would he thrown out, even lf there was a question about it.
